PARIS, July 12.—French troops attacked over a front of ap 
proximately three miles between Castel and north of Mailly-Raine 
val, in the Picardy sector, this morning, according to the war office 
statement issued tonight. The village of Castel, the Anchin Farm 
and a number of strong German positions were taken and 500 pris- 
oners were captured. The attack penetrated the German lines to a 
depth of more than a mile. 


WASHINGTON, July 12.—The occupation of Berat and the 
capture of quantities of war material and many prisoners by the ad 
vancing Italian forces in Albania were announeed Friday morning 
in an official dispatch from Rome. The message also told of losses in 
flicted upon the Austrians in surprise attacks at Conca Laghi and 
lin the Val d’Arsa, and of the repulse of enemy attacks on the south 
ern slopes of Sasso Rossa.

CALGARY, July 12.—An undertaking given personally 
| Colonel George MacDonald to Chief Justice Harvey tonight that none 
lof the men for whom writs of habeas corpus have been issued would 
be removed from the jurisdiction of the court unless 24 hours’ notice 
of intention was given to the sheriff at least temporarily settled the 
crisis which existed between the military and civil authorities toda) 

The undertaking was given at a special meeting called by Act 
ing Mayor Freeze in the city hall tonight. The meeting was attend 
led by Chief Justice Harvey, Colonel MacDonald, Major Carson, Act 
ling Mayor Freeze, Alderman Mahaffey and the city solicitor. 

Colonel MacDonalce said it was too great and serious a mat 
ter not to take this responsibility where it is not in conflict with the 
military regulations 

“It is a precept in military regulations that where one feels 
that one should disobey and does not disobey that one could be court 
martialled,’’ said Colonel MacDonald. 

CALGARY, July 12.—At the urgent plea of the city of Calgary, 
stay in the court order that the sheriff should go to Sareee camp 
and secure the men ordered released under habeas corpus proceed 
ings has been granted until Saturday noon, 

Chief Justice Harvey read a decision ordering that the sheriff 
fulfil his duties. Major Carson pleaded for a full hour with the 
court and finally broke down under the strain 

Finally it was agreed that if before tomorrow noon orders were 
received from Ottawa to the effect that before any of the men 
ordered released were removed from the province 24 hours’ notice 
would be given to the sheriff that nothing would be done until an 
effort was made. 

If, however, no assurance is received by tomorrow noon that such 
an agreement will be given, the sheriff will go to the military camp 
and get the men. 

Phe chief justice pointed out to the sheriff his duties, which in 
cluded the swearing in of men to enforce this order, 

Machine guns are placed at the barracks and will be used to 
resist the sheriff’s efforts unless contrary orders are received from 
Ottawa before noon Saturday.

, The Dominion Government has 
| presumed to set aside the right of | 
personal liberty as guaranteed 
by the British constitution 
and as defined by the su- 
preme court of Alberta, on 
grounds of military exigency. It 
has declared that military orders 
must supersede civil law, It is a 
part of the British system of gov- 
ernment that in case of military 
exigency the operation of the civil 
law may be suspended by pro- 
clamation of martial law: In that 
case all civil rights of every mem- 
ber of the community stand in 
abeyance. 

In the Calgary case the Govern- 
ment presumes to select out 
of the community certain per- 
sons who shall be under 
martial law and thereby be 
removed from the protection of 
the civil law, while the rest of the 
community are not. Such a thing 
was never heard of before in Brit- 
ish Dominions. The British system 
is that the whole people are either 
under martial law or under civil 
law. The Government has the pow- 
er to put the country or any part 
of it under martial law by pro- 
clamation. They have not done 
this. They have undertaken to ap- 
|ply martial law to a part of the 
community without taking the re- 
sponsibility of applying it to the 
whole community. Civil and mili- 
tary administration cannot be mix- 
ed. The final control and respon- 
sibility must be either civil or 
military. It ean’t be partly civil 
and partly military, and it can’t 
be civil only when it suits the mili- 
tary authorities—that is, it can’t} 
be and remain the British system. |

All Animals Offered for Sale to 
Be in Province for Over 
Year 


At a meeting of the Cattle Preeders’ 
Association on Thursday morning it 
was decided that all animals that aro 
offerel for sale at the Spring Bull 
Show must be in the province pre- 
vious to October 1 the previous year. 

It was further decided that the bull 
sale should be managed by a com- 
mittee of management consisting of 
two men appointed by the Cattle 
Breeders’ association and two from 
the Exhibition association, similar to 
last year The Cattle Breeders ap- 
pointed Angus McDonnell and W. H. 
Wallace to this committee 

In further discussion of the bull 
sale it was decided to divide the ant- 
mals into those passed, which will be 
offered in the regular order of the 
catalogue; those “set back,’ which 
will be arfimals in perfect health but 
out of condition at the time of the 
sale, and which will be allowed to be 
sold after the regular sale. The com- 
mittee will also be allowed to reject 
entirely those animals of bad con- 
formation or bad health. These will 
not be allowed to enter the sale at all 
Those bulls which are set back will 
be protected as to price the same as 
the “passed” bulls.

ALBERTA GRANITE AND STONE 
COMPANY. 


The art of working In stone is prac- 
tically contemporary with the history 
of the world. Beginning from the time 
when prehistoric humans 
away at pieces of flint and fashioned 
them into rude weapons and utensils, 
man has hewn and carved away at 
stone to meet the needs of the living, 
and then, not least of all, to provide 
memorials for those who have passed. 
Some of the greatest work of the ages 
has been put into these monuments to 
those who have gone.
